Army E4s 
are allowed 200 pounds of hold 
baggage and E8s are allowed 1000 
pounds. Thirty days Is the maxi- 
mum time for shipment under 
provisions of the contract the 
Army has with civilian shipp- 
ers. Fifteen to twenty minutes 
is the time it takes at the Per- 
sonal Property Branch to fill 
out 
paperwork 
and 
get a 


shipment packed. 


"The record that I know of is 


fifteen days for a shipment," 
Lt. Stephens concluded. "The 
man's baggage reached his door 
In Seattle, Washington two weeks 
from the time he sent It from 
Vietnam."

Do you have a right to adver- 


tise whatever you please in your 
local newspaper, so long as you 
are willing to pay for the space? 


No. As a matter of fact, ads 


worth millions of dollars are re- 
jected annually by the nation's 
press, usually on grounds of bad 
taste or dishonesty. 


To the advertiser who is turned

DOCTOR'S MAILBAG 


Continued Treatment 
Checks Disease Progress 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—According to my doc- 


tor, I have arleriolar hyper- 
tension, questionably essen- 
tial; hypertensive heart dis- 
ease; nephrosclerosis; and 
cerebral vascular accident. 
What does this mean? My 
blood pressure, which was 
high, is back to normal and 
I feel good. Will keeping my 
blood pressure normal pre- 
vent the other conditions 
from getting worse? 


A—You had high b l o o d 


pressure in the small arter- 
ies which has caused some 
enlargement of your heart 
to compensate for the in- 
creased pressure. "Question- 
ably essential" means that 
it was probably due to no 
discoverable cause. Nephro- 
sclerosis is hardening of the 
kidneys, a common compli- 
cation of high blood pres- 
sure, and cerebral vascular 
accident is a stroke.

Q — How is a blood pres- 


sure reading taken? How 
does age affect the pressure? 


A—When the cuff of the 


blood pressure apparatus is 
inflated, it cuts off the circu- 
lation in your arm.^As your 
doctor slowly lets the air out 
of the cuff, the circulation 
returns. The mercury col- 
umn or dial indicates the 
exact pressure at the mo- 
ment of breakthrough (sys- 
tolic pressure). Your doctor 
hears this first pulse with 
his stethoscope over the art- 
ery just below the cuff. As 
he continues to let the air 
out slowly, the sound of the 
pulse disappears. The read- 
ing at this point is the dias- 
tolic pressure—the more im- 
portant of the two readings. 


The blood pressure at birth 


is about 85/40. It gradually 
increases with age until the 
late teens, when it is 110 
to 118 over 70 to 75. After 
this, age of itself will cause 
very little change. Higher 
readings later in life are 
caused by nervous tension, 
hardening of the arteries, 
kidney 
disease, 
increased 


t h y r o i d activity, pituitary 
tumors and other abnormal- 
ities. 


Q—My blood pressure goes 


up to 200. Can this lead to a 
stroke or a heart attack? 


A—Yes. These are com- 


mon complications of high 
blood pressure when associ- 
ated with hardening of the 
arteries.

Using Tape 
Recorders 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (AP) - 


City policemen on duty in 
crime- prone areas are experi- 
menting with portable tape re- 
corders to take down statements 
from witnesses to wrongdoing 
or traffic accidents. 


Announcing this Monday, Po- 


lice Inspector Frank A. Spallina 
said the recorders also would 
come in handy in case of dis- 
putes involving officers. 


So far, 20 recorders have been 


issued. If they work out as ex- 
pected, the $220 machines will 
become 
taridard police equip- 


ment. 


The recorders measure 8 by 


12 inches and are carried under 
an officer's jacket by a sling 
reaching around his neck. Each 
machine carries one hour's tape 
and is activated by pressing a 
button,

the coming assassination.., 


"Me was confused, bewildered 


and partially intoxicated, The 
ffiiffbfs in the hotel lobby, the 
flashing lights, the general con* 
fusion—this was like pressing 
the button which starts the com* 
puter," 


In this setting, a psychiatrist 


says, Sen. Robert F. Kennedy 
came under the gun of Sirhan 
Bishara Sirhan—a robot killer 
in a selMnduced trance; an un- 
knowing instrument of assassi- 
nation. 


"It is my opinion that through 


chance, circumstances, 
and a 


succession of unrelated events, 
Sirhan found himself 
in the 


physical situation in which the 
assassination occurred," Dr. 
Bernard L. Diamond said Mon- 
day at Sirhan's murder trial. 


The portrayal of a computer- 


ized killer was a stunning sum- 
mary of Diamond's eight exami- 
nations of Sirhan in his jail cell 
— including a frenetic re-enact- 
ment by a hypnotized Sirhan of 
the moment he shot the senator 
from New York. 


Diamond, 65, a professor of 


psychiatry, law and criminology 
at the University of California 
at Berkeley, was to reiuni to 
the stand today. 


"I agree that this is an absurd 


and preposterous story, unlikely 
and incredible," Diamond said, 
his face turned to the jury. "The 
crime itself was a tragically ab- 
surd and preposterous event, 
unlikely and incredible." 


The tragedy was ordained, 


Diamond said, with Sirhan's ex- 
posure to violence and death in 
Jerusalem in 1948 when hisfam- 


ily*« Arabs* became refugees in 
the partition of Palestine and 
establishment of Isfeal as a 
Jewish homeland. 


Mis mental illness developed 


as he grew older "and his fanat* 
leal hatred and fear of the Jews 
Increased with each radio and 
television broadcast concerning 
the tension In the Middle East." 


Sirhan began courses In self 


hypnosis and mind power, prac» 
tieed diligently, 


"He actually believed," Dia* 


mond said, "that he could stop 
the bombers from reaching Is* 
rael and thereby save the Arabs 
«• simply by willing the death of 
all who would help the Jews," 
Kennedy, campaigning for the 
democratic presidential nomina- 
tion, 
had 
promised 
fighter 


bombers to Israel if elected, 


Sirhan became convinced he 


was losing his mind, Diamond 
said. 


"He sought the remedy in his 


books on mysticism and the oc- 
cult and he daydreamed of the 
power of his gun, taking every 
opportunity on many different 
days to shoot It, firing hundreds 
and hundreds of shots as if each 
shot would somehow make up 
for his ever growing sense of 
helplessness, 
impotence and 


fear of loss of self control." 


Sirhan wrote his murderous 


thoughts into his diaries while 
under self-hypnosis, Diamond 
said, and was in the same kind 
of trance that night in the Am- 
bassador.
